Women's 
clubs, lodges, civic leagues and other 
public bodies are actively co-operat- 
ing, and hundreds of towns, large and 
small, all over the State are already 
preparing for the sale. Thirty thou- 
sand letters will be sent out in the 
city of Philadelphia alone. By these 
means and others the State society is 
endeavoring to double the sale of last 
year, whereby over 4,000,000 seals 
were sold.

Harrisburg, Pa., Nov. 27. — "Do your 
Christmas selling early," is the appeal 
of Commissioner John Price Jackson, 
of the Department of Labor and In- 
dustry, to merchants throughout 
Pennsylvania in an effort to effect 
reasonably early daily closing of all 
mercantile establishments during the 
holidays and thus prevent prosecu- 
tions for violations of the labor laws. 

The familiar, "Do your Christmas 
shopping, early," is also directed by 
the Commissioner at the army of 
Christmas buyers in the hope of ob- 
taining the co-operation that will 
make the appeal to the merchants ef- 
fective. 

"Christmas shopping should be 
done as early as is possible— early in 
the day as well as early in the sea- 
son," said Commissioner Jackson to- 
day. "If all merchants in every com- 
munity combine unitedly for a defi- 
nite closing hour each night during 
the holiday season, none will lose 
trade, the law will be observed and 
every establishment will have fresher 
and more efficient clerks to meet the 
gruelling demands of the holiday rush. 

Girls under twenty-one years of age 
may not be employed in stores or fac- 
tories after 9 o'clock at night or be- 
fore ti o'clock in the morning. No 
female may be employed more than 
six days a week, more than fifty- four 
hours a week, or more than ten hours 
a day. When an establishment is 
closed for a legal holiday, females may 
be employed, during such week, two 
hours a day overtime for three days, 
but the working hours for the week 
must not exceed fifty-four. 

"Inspectors of the Department of 
Labor and Industry in all sections of 
the State are instructed to pay spe- 
cial attention to the working hourp 
of employes during, the holiday sea- 
son, not for the purpose of instituting 
many prosecutions, but to see that 
the laws are obeyed and to relieve 
the often needlessly long hours of 
employes."

Editor of Our Town: 

Having noted from time to time the 
large number of boys and men in 
Xarberth who smoke cigarettes, and 
being somewhat familiar with the 
fruits of that habit, I was pleased to 
note the action of Burgess Henry in 
his effort to curtail the sale of cigar- 
ettes to boys and discourage their 
use. 

During the past few days I have 
been reading a hook just off the Cen- 
tury Company press, by Charles 13. 
Towns, entitled "Habits That Handi- 
cap/* While I have been studying the 
book primarily in pursuit of up-to- 
date scientific information on alco- 
holism, yet 1 have found in it a. lot 
of startling facts concerning the cig- 
larette. For fifteen years Mr. Towns 
lias given his life to the study and 
treatment of victims of the alcoholic 
and drug habit. In that time he has 
investigated and treated nearly seven 
thousand cases in this country, China 
and Europe. He makes the startling 
statement that in nearly all the seven 
thousand drug and alcoholic victims 
he has studied and treated he has 
found a history of excessive use of to- 
bacco. He is especially vigorous in 
his opposition to the cigarette, and his 
attitude is based on a study that pos- . 
sihly no other living man has been I 
able to give to the subject. He finds j 
the tendency of one bad habit to lead 
to another- -"cigarettes, drink, opium, 
is the logical and regular series/' 

Certainly, parents who have grow- 
ing hoys ought to stop and think se- 
riously when a man of Mr. Towns' 
experience makes such startling dec- 
larations as the following: 

"I consider that cigarette smoking 
is the greatest vice devastating hu- 
manity to-day, because it is doinfy 
more than any other vice to deterio- 
rate tlie race." And again he says: 
"I am convinced that the use of cigar- 
ettes is responsible for the undoing of 
seventy-five per cent, of the hoys who 
go wrong." 

If not using too much of your val- 
uable space, may I not call attention 
to what some of the world's greatest 
living leaders have been saying re- 
cently about this injurious habit? Dr. 
Kellogg has shown by experiments 
that there is sufficient poison in one 
box of cigarettes to kill forty frogs; 
hence there is ground for calling the 
little demon a coffin spike. 

Connie Mack, the leader in the base 
ball world, has recently said: "Boys 
who have continued smoking cigar- 
ettes do not, as a rule, amount to any- 
thing. They are unfitted in every way 
for any kind of work where brains are 
needed." 

America has no greater authority, 
on the boy than Judge Ben Lindsay, 
and growing out of his extended ex- 
perience in Juvenile Court, lie says: 
"One of the worst habits in boyhood 
is the cigarette habit. Persisted in. 
it dulls and deadens all the finer mor- 
al sentiments. It makes a physical 
and moral wreck of any boy." 

Luther Burba nk, the "plant wizard," 
laments the early departure of some 
of liis youthful friends concerning 
whom he says: "Several of my young 
acquaintances are in their graves who 
gave promise of making happy and 
useful citizens, and there is no ques- 
tion whatever that cigarettes alone 
were their destruction." 

Just one more quotation— this time 
from Dr. Gunsaulus, the eminent ora- 
tor, whose observations as president 
of Armour Institute have led him to 
say: "I do not believe there is an 
agency more destructive of soul, mind 
and body or more subsersive of good 
morals than the cigarette. The fight 
against the cigarette is a fight for civ- 
ilization." 

Sixty-nine of the largest mercantile 
firms of Detroit refuse any longer to 
take into their employ any boy or man 
who uses cigarettes. Henry Ford; is 
especially aggressive in his antago- 
nism to this habit, and is spending 
large sums of money in an educational 
way against it Thomas A. Edison is 
most uncompromising in his opposi- 
tion to the cigarette smoker, and will 
not knowingly take into his employ 
young men who have acquired the 
habit. 

The action of Burgess Henry is a 
most worth}' and commendable one 
and it should have the moral support 
of every thinking man and woman in 
Xarberth, and here is hoping that the 
testimony of the world's great leaders 
quoted in this article may be person- 
ally called to the attention of every 
boy in the town, whether he has 
formed the habit or not.

Spraying and Other Operations Effec- 
tive in Bringing Many Insects 
and Scales Under Control. 

Valuable work in the control of 
orchard insect pests may be accom- 
plished during the fall, winter, and 
early spring.

i Spray Dormant Trees for Scale In- 
| sects and Plant Lice. 

i Orchard scale insects as. a class are 
best treated after the foliage has 
i dropped from the trees. This work 
!niay be done in late fall, during the 
winter when the temperature is above 
freezing, or in the spring before the 
buds swell to any extent. Spraying 
of apple, peach, pear, and other treos 
for the San Jose scale with strong 
lime- sulphur or other suitable wash 
is now very generally practiced by 
orchardists, and many persons owning 
but a small number of fruit trees in 
the yard also regularly spray the trees 
for the control of this serious insect 
young i pest. Lime-sulphur concentrate is 
used in spraying for the San Jose 
! scale, and may be purchased of manu- 
facturers or made at home. The com- 
Imercial article usually has a density 
■of 32 to 34 degrees as registered on 
a Baume hydrometer, and in prepar- 
ing the concentrate at home effort 
should be made to secure a wash of 
about this density. Such a concen- 
trate is used at the rate of one part 
to eight or nine parts of water. Only 
one treatment each winter is neces- 
sary to hold this pest in subjection, 
but the application must be veTy 
thorough, coating all parts of twigs, 
limbs, and branches. This work re- 
quires a spray pump, and this may 
now be obtained for work on almost 
any scale, and range in size from the 
so-called bucket pump suitable for 
work on a few trees in the yard to 
the large gasoline-power outfits em- 
ployed in extensive orchards. More 
specific information on the San Jose 
scale and the preparation at home of 
lime-sulphur concentrate will be found 
in Farmers' Bulletin 650. 

Certain other scale-insect pests 
which may be present on the trees, 
as the cherry scale, oyster-shell 
scale, etc., are also pretty well hel.l 
in check by this annual treatment 
with lirae-sulphur wash. The treat- 
ment is also effective against the pear- 
leaf blister mite, which, is universally 
present on pears and in some local- 
ities is a very serious apple pest. Cer- 
tain destructive apple plant lice win- 
ter in the egg stage on the apple, 
especially on the newer growth, and 
thorough lime-sulphur spraying <r.v 
the San Jose scale undoubtedly re- 
sults in the destruction of many of 
these eggs, though the treatment is 
not always sufficient to obviate spray- 
ing after the insects have hatched and 
the foliage is putting out. In the Mid- 
dle and Southern States, where the 
winters are not too rigorous, tne 
wooly apple aphis often maintains it- 
!self in colonies here and there on ap- 
ple trees, occurring more especially 
round wounds where the thinner 
ark is exposed. The sprayings for 
'he San Jose scale aid in destroying 
hese colonies. Spring spraying of 
peach as the buds are swelling, m 
addition to its destructive action on 
the scale insect mentioned, is also a 
very effective check to the so-called 
peach twig-borer, or pache worn, 
which is very destructive in Califor- 
nia and numerous arid ^alleys in the 
West. This spring application of 
lime-sulphur to peach is practically a 
specific for the serious fungous disease 
known as peach leaf curl. In some 
sections of the country the pear Psylla 
is a very serious pest to pears. The 
adults hibernate in crevices and 
cracks on the trees, resuming activity 
with the first warm days in the 
spring. Spring spraying of pears for 
the San Jose scale has in addition a 
very marked value in checking the 
pear Psylla. ' 

The so-called terrapin scale of 
peach, as well as Lecanium scales in 
general, are not satisfactorily con- 
trolled by the lime-sulphur spray.

CLASSES FOR FOREIGNERS IN 
SORRISTOWX NIGHT SCHOOLS. 

Opened October 4, 1915. 

Through the action of Superinten- 
dent of Schools A. S. Martin, the pub- 
lic schools of Norristown have joined 
the ranks of over 400 other cities and 
towns throughout the United States 
in co-operating with the Bureau of 
Naturalization of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor in its national move- 
ment for the elimination of the 
hyphen and the Americanization of 
candidates for the privileges of citi- 
zenship. 

Superintendent Martin has advised 
the Commissioner of Naturalization 
that the night schools of Norristown 
opened October 4. Classes which 
may be attended by persons of foreign 
birtU aiti held in the High School 
Building and instruction is given in 
reading, spelling, business arithmetic, 
business forms and elementary book- 
keeping, citizenship and mechanical 
drawing. It is estimated that about 
fifty foreign-born persons have en- 
rolled thus far. 

The Bureau of Naturalization will, 
from month to month during the cur- 
rent scholastic year, furnish Super- 
intendent Martin with the names and 
addresses of aliens residing within 
his jurisdiction who file petitions for 
naturalization or declarations of in- 
tention. This will enable the school 
authorities to get in touch with such 
applicants and give them valuable as- 
sistance in preparing for citizenship. 

Last year there were 219 persons 
who applied for citizenship in Mont- 
gomery county. Since July 1, 1910, 
551 aliens of the county have declared 
their intention and 292 have filed final 
applications for citizenship. 

The necessity for the education of 
aliens residing in Norristown is 
clearly shown by the following figures 
taken from the latest available statis- 
tics: 

The foreign-born white population 
of Norristown in 1910 was 4015, or 
14.4 per cent, of the total population. 
Of this number 1691 were males who 
had attained their majority and only 
477 were shown to have been natural- 
ized. 

In 1910 there were 837 males of 
voting age who were classed as 
illiterate. Of these, 483 were foreign- 
born whites and only 291 were native 
whites, the percentages of illiteracy 
being 28.G for the former and 4.4 
for the latter. Of the total popula- 
tion in the city in 1910, there were 
1072 persons 10 years of age and aver 
who were unable to speak the Eng- 
M *h language.

POST SERVICE, 

The co-operation of the patrons of 
the post office is desired during the 
holiday season to the end that all 
parcels sent containing gifts, etc., 
during this season may be handled in 
the best manner possible to insure 
quick and safe delivery. This is the 
time whan the post office facilities are 
taxed to their utmost. It would seem 
only the part of wisdom that those 
who are sending packages should 
get them mailed early. Please re- 
member you are permitted to write 
on the package "not to be opened, 
until Christmas" or words to that 
effect; therefore, there should be no 
objection should the package arrive 
at its destination a week or so before 
Christmas. 

In spite of the numerous warnings 
and instructions issued regarding the 
secure wrapping of parcels for ship- 
ment through the mails, many per- 
sons present parcels for mailing dis- 
tances of hundreds of miles perhaps 
in the same condition as though they, 
were to be delivered within a few 
blocks. All packages should he well 
wrapped and securely tied. The ad- 
dress should be plainly written, with 
the name and address of the sender 
written on the upper left hand corner 
of the package.
